THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 
thas.) 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Hampstead in the 
County of Rockingham in said State, qualified 
to vote in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House 
in said Hampstead on Tuesday, the eighth day of 
March next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to 
act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing and to vote for the election of Dele- 
gates-at-large, Alternate Delegates-at-large, District 
Delegates, Alternate District Delegates to the Nation- 
al Conventions of the Democratic and Republican 
parties, to be held for the purpose of nominating 
party candidates for President and Vice-President of 
the United States. Also to vote on the Sunday Sports 
Law. 

2. To raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be necessary to defray town charges includ- 
ing town officers’ salaries, expenses of town officers, 
election and registration, care and supplies for town 
hall, police department, fire department, health de- 
partment, vital statistics, snow pathing, street lights, 
general expenses of highway department, town poor, 
Soldiers Aid, interest on temporary loans and on long 
term notes and on principal of trust funds used by 
town. 

3. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate amounts as recommended by N. H. highway 
department for state aid maintenance. 
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4. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate amounts as recommended by N. H. highway 
department for state aid construction. 

5. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate to keep the unimproved 
roads and bridges in repair. 

6. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $500.00 to DA the note for the West Road con- 
struction. 

7. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate to meet the expenses of the 
public library the ensuing year. 

8. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the observance of Mem- 
orial day, and what method they will adopt to expend 
the same. 

9. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the care of cemeteries 
the ensuing year. 

10. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to hire money for the use of the town. 

11. To hear reports of auditors and committees 
and act thereon. 

12. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $100.00 to erect a fence for the 
cemetery in the west part of the town, and what 
method they will adopt to expend the same. 

13. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $500.00 to retar the Farm Road that was tarred 
last year. 

14. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell the property bought by the town 
for taxes. 
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15. To see if the town will authorize the select— 
men to discontinue the street lights, providing satis— 
factory arrangements cannot be made with the N. H.. 
Gas and Electric Co. | 

16. To see if the town will vote to give the fol- 
lowing discounts on taxes if paid before July ist, 
3 per cent; before August 1st, 2 per cent; and 1 per- 
cent before October ist. 

17. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap— 
propriate the sum of $25.00 to replace and repair 
the draperies at Town Hall and elect a committee of 
three to purchase and hang the same. (By petition). 

18. To see if the town will vote to repair and 
tarvia the road leading from Leighton’s Corner (so 
called) to the main road running from East Hamp- 
stead to South Danville, providing suitable arrange- 
ment can be made with the New Hampshire High- 
way Department by the Selectmen. (By petition). 

19. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before the meeting.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Hampstead: 

I have the honor to submit my fifth annual report 
together with the reports of the Headmaster of the 
Hampstead High School, the Supervisor of Music and 
the Scihool Nurse. These appended reports deserve 
your thoughtful consideration. Your attention is 
called to the table of statistics which follows this re- 
port. 

The number of pupils enrolled in our schools last 
year was 1838. This number is three more than dur- 
ing the year ending in June, 1930. The attendance 
averaged 95.96 per cent of the membership. The aver- 
age for the state was 95.4 ver cent. Twenty-five 
pupils were neither absent nor tardy during the year. 

The following table shows the attendance in the 
Hampstead schools during recent years:

There were sixteen graduates from the eighth grade 
last June. Twelve of these entered High School. 
This is a time when young people should continue 
in school. It is far better for them to be enrolled in 
schools, than to be found merely forming habits: of 
idleness. I urge all our graduates; from the eighth 
grade to go to High School and to go through. 

Again we have been very fortunate in being able 
to retain our teachers for another year. The only 
change was caused by the resignation of Mr. Albert 
Gauthier. Mr. John H. Frye was elected to take his 
place. 

The Stanford Achievement Tests were given this 
Fall as in other years in all the elementary grades. 
The Cross English Test was given to each member of 
the high school. These tests make it possible for us 
to compare our work with that of the other schools 
of the country. Scores obtained show. that good 
school progress have been made. It ig our aim to 
direct our teaching to individual pupils, first by dis-. 
covering needs and then by adaption of work and 
drill. This year as in other years, our tests are de- 
signed to reveal these needs, and we have given at- 
tention to choosing the right kind and amount of 
drill. 

Figures furnished by the State Board of Educa- 
cation show that the per pupil elementary school 
cost is still less than the state median. Every school 
District in which a school tax of five dollars per one 
thousand dollars equalized valuation does not yield 
a sum equal to the approved budget, is entitled to 
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State Aid for elementary schools. The State Aid is 
the amount that must be added to the yield of the five 
dollars’ tax to equal the amount of the approved 
budget. The approved budget for elementary schools 
is the amount fixed by the State Board of Educa- 
tion as the minimum amount necessary to maintain 
standard schools. Our budget is determined by the 
amounts that State Aid will allow on the various 
items. If maintenance costs are cut below this 
amount it will reduce State Aid rather than the cost 
to the local tax payer. 

The per pupil cost for instruction in the high 
school was $56.91 for the year before last and last 
year was $57.90. Last year the average high schoot 
cost per pupil for the state was $98.93. In 1927-1928 
the total cost per pupil in Hampstead High Schcot 
was: $189.59, while the median cost for the state was’ 
$137.37. 

While the high school cost for each pupil has 
changed from one of the highest to one of the lowest 
in the state, the quality of work done has not been 
lowered. This is due to the daily supervision which 
the teachers have received. The quality of the super- 
vision given by Miss Nichels is without doubt as good 
as any given anywhere in the state. The State In- 
spector of High Schools has commended both the 
manner in which the cadet teachers have planned 
their lessons and the results they have been getting. 

In the New Hampshire Building at the New Eng- 
land States’ Exposition held in Springfield last Fall 
there was a school exhibit from our state. One of 
the features of this exhibit was an enlarged photo- 
graph of the Hampstead Central School, together 
with photographs of the four one-room buildings 
which it replaced. The five pictures showed in a 
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graphic way what was considered a fine example of 
school improvement. 

The Parent-Teachers’ Association has continued 
its interest in the welfare of the school children. The 
association hes furnished the schcols with: 

1. Magazines for the high school. 

2. Case of records for Music Appreciation in the 

elementary schools. 

8. Additional instruments for the toy orchestra. 

4. First Aid kits replenished. 

5. Assistance supplied to needy children. 

All of this assistance has been greatly appreciated. 
‘There is great need for a dental clinic in Hampstead 
and we hope that the Parent-Teachers’ Associaticn 
will sponsor one in the near future. Hampstead is 
one of the few towns in this vicinity where the child- 
ren have not been immunized against diphtheria at a 
‘Toxin-Anti-Toxin. clinic. 

One of our greatest living teachers, Angelo Patri, 
says: “The school cannot do it a’l. The parents, the 
prandparents, the community, the homes, the use of 


leisure, the play, the church, the library, the count-. 


less other agencies are at work quietly, but surely in 
the tremendous movement called education. There 
are twenty-four hours in a day. The child spends at 
best six hours in school, five days, in a week, forty 
weeks in a vear. He spends eighteen hours outside 
of school, seven davs in a week and fifty-two weeks 
in a year. No, the =chool cannot compete! Tihe handi- 
caps are too great. It must be together, child, teach- 
er, parents, home. community, and church. All need 
the school, but even more does, the school need all 
the other helpers. Educating boys and girls is the 
biggest job in this land of ours. It is too big a job 
for the schools alone. Confidence and faith are at the 
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base of all cooperative endeavors. Children, teachers, 
and parents must cooperate.” 

In closing I wish to express appreciation of the 
courtesy and assistance given me by the School 
-Board and the teaching force.

The registration remains fairly constant. Only 
one high school pupil, a boy from another town, 
failed to return to school after the summer vacation. 
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Hight pupils dropped out of the eighth grade. Five 
of that number moved out of town so the number 
leaving school because of lack of interest was small. 

The attendance has been unusually good this year. 
Consequently the school has been approved asa 
Grade “A” high school for the entire year.

The interior of the high school building was paini- 
ed during the summer vacation, greatly improving 
its appearance. The boys under the direction of Mr. 
Frye have painted the inside of Emerson Gymnasium. 
They have also made improvements in the Manual 
Arts Shop. A slate black-board has been installed 
and the walls have been covered with wall-board. 
The lighting is better and the room is much warmer. 

Hampstead High School has enriched its work and 
play in many ways during the past school year by — 
extra curricula acivities. The most outstanding 
achievements in this type of work were the produc- 
tion of an operetta, a Halloween party and play, the 
organization of an orchestra and the maintenance of 
athletic teams. These performiances have not only 
been self supporting but have been _ profitable 
enough to provide many improvements in and about 
the school. The use of the gymnasium has devel- 
oped a keen interest in many wholesome activities 
connected directly with our school work. These 
social functions, athletic contests and extra cultural 
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practices are as important as academic study in de- 
veloping character and personality. 

School work improves constantly. The pupils con- 
tinue to gain in responsibility and dependability.

Music Education in our schools during the past 
year has developed a genuine enthusiasm and love 
for good music through vocal, instrumental and ap- 
preciation courses.

Brown. Tne cast consisted of sixteen characters, 
the other members of the school acting as chorus. 
Commendable work was done by the boys and gir's. 
Excellent work in staging the performance was done 
by members of the Faculty. Preparations are being. 
made for an entertainment to be given early in the 
spring, the program will consist of vocal and instru- 
mental numbers. 

“Mother Goose’s Birthday”, a Churchill-Grindell 
operetta was given by the children in the grades at 
the annual May Festival. The audience was large, 
and generously appreciative of the young people’s 
efforts.
